The student body and 
school administration 
at Oyster River High 
School have been fight¬ 
ing a silent battle 
during the 1989 sports 
season, the initial 
battle line drawn on 
the volleyball court.

Varsity volleyball 
player Juli Bullard 
said that the talk took 
away from practice 
time. 

"They (Mr. Nichols 
and Mrs. Brown) should 
not have come to the 
teams. They should 


have gone to the fans. 
I don't understand why 
they can’t show their 
spirit." 

"I'm not trying to 
suppress school spir¬ 
it, " said Nichols, 
"Just channel it in 
different forms." 

During last year's 
volleyball ahd baseball 
games was when com¬ 
plaints began coming 
into Mr. Nichols' of¬ 
fice.

Club members said 
that they were asked 
individually by 
Winterbottom, Prin. Ann 
Draper-Brown, and Asst. 
Prin. Neil Shapiro to 
take off or cover the 
shirts, or turn them

Director Dave Nichols 
also spoke to most of 
the athletes in the 
club. 

Officials were 
concerned that the T- 
shirts were "disruptive 
to the educational en¬ 
vironment," and dis¬ 
tracted some teachers 
and students. Asst. 
Supt. of Schools 
Albert Elwell said he 
felt that though the 

other T-shirts were 
offensive, the Drinking 
Club shirts were more 
of a problem because 
they "suggest that 
Oyster River condones 
the , Drinking Club, and 
we don’t." 

CXuh memBers-' agreed 

that they would not 
wear the shirts any 
more, although many 
still fell that the 
administration is in¬ 
fringing on their 
rights. Senior Joe 
Camacho protested the 
administration's de¬ 
cision longer than any 
other club member, but 
finally decided that,

"Working for 
change takes a lot of 
energy," says Oyster 
River High School Eng¬ 
lish teacher Elizabeth 
Whaley, "especially 
when you want to see 
the position of women 
in society change fas¬ 
ter." 

As an English teach¬ 
er at Oyster River, 
Whaley is breaking down 
the barriers. She is a 
feminist, fighting a 
continuous battle a- 
gainst racism t sexism, 
and inequality. 

Whaley presently 
teaches women's, Amer¬ 
ican, and popular lit¬ 
erature? as well as 
senior seminar in lit¬ 
erature and American 
studies. In addition, 
she has taught English 
literature, contem¬ 
porary novel, explora¬ 
tions, grammar and 
vocabulary, advanced 
writing, Shakespeare, 
mythology, and ninth- 
grade English. She 
currently teaches a 
women's studies course 
to the community one 


night a month at ORHS. 

Whaley received her 
bachelor of arts degree 
at Wellesly College, 
and went on to get her 
master’s degree at the 
University of New Hamp¬ 
shire. She began 

teaching English in 
1968 at Coe-Brown 
Northwood Academy. She 
then taught at Old Or¬ 
chard Beach where she 
stayed for one year 
before coming to Oyster 
River 15 years ago. 
Whaley says that her 
own evolution into fem¬ 
inism was a gradual 
thing, and that she un¬ 
knowingly used sexist 
language in her mas¬ 
ter’s thesis. Around 
1962-63, she became 
politicized, marched 
and participated in the 
civil rights movement, 
where she felt that 
women still were not 
taken seriously. 

In the late 70*s, 
Whaley heard a presen¬ 
tation on a women's 
literature course, and 
she and a friend began 
a similar course for 


young adult women. The 
course never took off, 
so Whaley adapted the 
curriculum to fit high 
school students. 

"As my consciousness 
became increasingly 
more feminist, I real¬ 
ized that education 
like this was needed," 
Whaley says. "I feel 
that I have a respon¬ 
sibility to teach from 
a feminist perspective, 
but also to teach how 
the world really is." 

In 1985, Whaley was 
awarded the Susan B. 
Anthony Award "for the 
depth and breadth of 
her commitment to fem¬ 
inist issues, for her 
work to break down 
social, economic, and 
political barriers for 
women, and her respon¬ 
sibility toward women 
of the future." 
according to the YWCA. 

"I think more women 
have to speak out- 
become political - for 
the world to change. 
Women need to convince 
men. People have to be 
willing to take risks." 


Ms. Winterbottom calls new Quiet Study Plan 
“A means of tutoring and speciaihelp”

On November 26, 
Oyster River High 
School adopted a new 
"quiet study" program 
for juniors and seniors 
having academic dif¬ 
ficulty, as well as 
any student desiring 
help in a subject, ac¬ 
cording to Asst. Prin¬ 
cipal for Student Ser¬ 
vices Nancy Winter- 
bottom. 

Formerly, the 
"assigned study" pro¬ 
gram applied only to 
ninth-graders and soph¬ 
omores during their un¬ 
scheduled time. These 
studies are still in 
effect, and are monit¬ 
ored by Mr. Larry Rob¬ 
bins . 

Under the new pro¬ 
gram, 30-35 juniors 
and seniors who have 
failed a class are sent 
to various rooms, and 
are helped by the 
teacher of a subject 
they are failing, or a 
related subject. 

Quiet study "is 
really a means of tu¬ 
toring, the idea being 
that if students get 
special help and tutor¬ 
ing, they will be able 
to bring their grades 
up,” says Winterbottom. 

She adds that the 
program is designed so 
that students can get 


help every period from 
a math or science 
teacher, and a social 
studies or English 
teacher. Two studies 
are scheduled each 
period (except sixth), 
one monitored by a 
social studies or 
English teacher, the 
other by a math or 
science teacher. 

Mrs. Winterbottom 
expects these assign¬ 
ments to be suitable, 
as the fields of math 
and science, (like so¬ 
cial studies and Eng¬ 
lish) are similar 


enough that a teacher 
of one class should be 
able to help a student 
with the other class. 

Ms. Winterbottom 
says,"There certainly 
has been some resis¬ 
tance from juniors and 
seniors, however most 
of them are being quite 
cooperative." When 
students have protest¬ 
ed, the guidance coun¬ 
selors have called the 
parents, who, according 
to Winterbottom, have 
all supported the quiet 
studies.

To be a member, a 
person has to be a good 
friend of the other 
members, and has to 
pay $15.00 for a T- 
shirt. Camacho and 
Wills agreed that ac¬ 
ceptance would be 
harder for a girl than 
for a boy,, but not im¬ 
possible. "It's really 
more of a friendship 
club than a drinking 
club," said Wills. 

At a meeting of the 
Faculty Advisory Com¬ 
mittee on October 25, 
the issue was discus¬ 
sed at length. Ac¬ 
cording to the minutes 
of the meeting submit¬ 
ted by Mrs. Bev 
Conway, concerns rose 
from confusion about 
whether the shirts 
actually stood for a 
drinking club, or if 
students merely bought 
them. Officials were 
concerned that there 
was a "drinking re¬ 
quirement" for mem¬ 
bership, which members 
insist there is not. 

Ms. Winterbottom 

said that the section 
of the 1988-1989 

student handbook on 
student dress was some¬ 
how left out of this 
year's handbook. Among 
other things, the for¬ 
mer handbook cited "Any 
article which displays 
indecent writing, pic¬ 
tures, or slogans," as 
impermissable. The 

faculty "struggled"’ 

with the issue of what 
was and was not ac¬ 
ceptable in school, 
and decided that the 
shirts wefe 
propriate. 

Ms. Winterbottom 

says she mainly objec¬ 
ted to the Drinking 
Club shirts because the 
school puts too 'many 


resources into drug 
prevention to allow 
shirts than "promote 
the idea of alcohol and 
drug abuse." However, 
she said that "some 
teachers didn't even 
know about the shirts," 
and that she herself* 
had "not yet been dis¬ 
tracted by one." 

Said Camacho, "It 
[the club] started as a 
big joke, then it be¬ 
came a matter of de¬ 
fiance.
